“It’s a combination movie camera 
and projector,” added our friend.

Not 
only that, one could focus through the 
lens, using a film frame as a substi- 
tute for a ground glass, could shoot 
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still pictures, slides, and even mount a 
film magazine on the old chameleon. 
We commented that it was a shame 
it couldn’t also take stereopticons, but 
supposed you couldn’t have everything. 
We made arrangements to: try out 
this antique wonder, but before we 
could grasp the golden opportunity, 
Carey was invited into the U. S. Army. 
Reluctantly, we resign ourselves to a 
two-year postponement of our own, 
private “MODERN Tests the Sept.”

It’s not an original idea that pho- 
tography speaks a language—but it 
can be considered rather unique when 
it teaches one. Berlitz School of Lan- 
guages and Pathescope have combined 
to produce a series of pictures that will 
be used to teach French in schools all 
over the U. S.

From the bulletin board:' some 
thoughts on Christmas tabletops, 
clean-up campaigns and field trips. 


It doesn’t seem 
possible that any 
shutterbug, or 
camera club, 
would leave the 
matter of pho- 
tographic Christ- 
mas cards until 
late November or 
December. Oh, 
you’ say that’s 
when you always 

get around to it. Then this should be a 
good moment to tell you about a con- 
trivance made by a woman member of 
the Convair Camera. Club in Pomona, 
California. 

This is a device for shooting table- 
tops, really, but a good many amateurs 
use tabletop shots for their Christmas 
cards, especially when they put off 
shooting until the eleventh hour. It is 
a reconstituted card table, so to speak, 
which Olive Benzel, the resourceful 
woman member, adapted to photogra- 
phy by cutting out part of the wooden 
top and replacing it with a sizable 
piece of plate glass. 

At the back corners she erected 
dowel rods, three-fourths inch in di- 
ameter, to hold up any kind of desired 
background. In front she placed two 
upright pieces of two by four lumber, 
grooved to hold up sheets of glass, in 
case she wanted to make some of those 
trick effects with mottled or wavy 
glass. Or plain glass sprayed in spots 
to produce a suggestion of snow. 

Such a table might be put together 
by several club members and kept as 
a club asset, if you have permanent 
quarters to store it. It need not take 
up much space, for the card table legs 
fold back, and the dowels and two-by- 
fours could be removable. 


Getting the job done 

In describing this glorified card 
table, I am assuming that your club 
has a number of energetic members, 
handy with hammer and saw. The ones 
who, after several weeks of grumbling 
about the club darkroom, get together 
and clean it up themselves. 

Such a clean-up job was intelligently 
handled by the Camera Guild of Cleve-

land, O., so I read in their bulletin. 
They made a sort of party of the job. 
All hands showed up, one member 
washed windows, others polished fur- 
niture, scrubbed floors, scoured the 
club refrigerator, cleaned trays and 
tanks, straightened shelves, put sup- 
plies in order. Then one of the women 
served refreshments. It sounds a lot 
better than constant nagging about 
keeping the darkroom clean, or asking 
for volunteers. 

Any such mass effort has the added 
advantage of letting the members get 
better acquainted, and that is also one 
of the major benefits of a field trip. At 
this time of year a field trip means a 
snow-shooting trip in many parts of 
the country, and how often it happens 
that, on field trip day, the pesky snow 
melts, or rain falls. One club plans an 
alternative of shooting tabletops at 
the club when a field trip is impossible. 
See how handy that table would be? 


Speaking of field trips 

The most astonishing field trip I ever 
heard of was described in the bulletin 
of the Pasadena Stereo Club, Pasa- 
dena, Calif. It seems that this past 
spring some unexpected rain fell in 
Death Valley, waking up flower seeds 
dormant 25 years. The club tripped 
out to the valley and made color shots 
of this extraordinary sight. And they 
also visited the ghost town of Rhyo- 
lite, a town that once had a popula- 
tion of 18,000, but lasted only six years. 
The club made 3-D pictures of what 
is left of those concrete buildings, the 
schoolhouse for 1,000 children, the 
empty streets. What a subject! Seems 
to me we camera fans in the East are 
downright underprivileged. 

Speaking for myself, I’ve often 
passed up field trips because I just 
plain hate getting anywhere at 
9:00 a.m. on Sunday, and so do lots 
of other night owls. One of the clubs 
had a wise idea. The early birds met 
at the bright and early hour, and then 
there was a second rendezvous at noon, 
so that the late sleepers could join the 
group. Other clubs start the trip right 
after lunch, utilize the late afternoon 
light, pause for supper and then con- 
tinue with night shots. That would suit 
a lot of us who don’t think much of 
forenoons at all.

LINHOF PRACTICE, published by Verlag 
Grossbild-Technik, Munich, Germany, 
distributed in U.S.A. by Kling Photo 
Corp., 257 Fourth Ave., New York 10, 
N. Y. 216 pages, loaded with illustra-

Linhof Practice is an English trans- 
lation (but not a very readable one) 
of the German book Linhof Pravzis. 
It is an astonishing volume. 

Nominally it is supposed to be “an 
introduction to Linhof cameras, their 
accessories, and photographic tech- 
nique,” but it is far more than merely 
the most elegant camera, maker’s cata- 
logue and publicity piece ever pub- 
lished. It is a post graduate course 
in the use of the large camera—not 
only the press/semi-view Linhofs in 
sizes from 24 x 3% to 5 x 7, but also 
the 5 x 7 and 8 x 10 Kardan Color view 
cameras. While the illustrations are 
of those particular products, most of 
the techniques shown are suitable for 
use with other makes of cameras and 
form an invaluable source of informa- 
tion for photographers who want to 
use view camera tilts, swings and 
twists to solve knotty problems. Of 
course, some view camera practition- 
ers may dispute some of the recom- 
mendations in Linhof Practice, which 
are cast in the mold of Germanic photo 
technique. But by and large there is 
little to argue about. 

The functional photographs and 
sketches are outstanding in conception

pressive. Page size is 9 x 11 inches, 
the paper quality is high, the black- 
and-white and color printing are ex- 
cellent. It is a beautiful piece of pro- 
duction and belongs in the library of 

all large camera users. 
Unfortunately, the choice of display 
pictures did not seem to match the 
excellence of the rest of the book. Some 
appear static and dull. But that’s an 
editor’s choice, and a minor matter in 
the overall evaluation of the book.

CAMERA LENSES, by Arthur Lockett. 
Revised by H. W. Lee. 146 pages, illus- 
trated. Pitman Publishing Corp., London, 
Toronto, New York. $3.25 

This amazingly concise little book, 
first published 33 years ago, has been 
almost completely rewritten to keep 
pace with recent developments in op- 
tical design. Simple and direct in 
approach, it nevertheless presents a 
thorough coverage of the technical 
nature and behavior of camera lenses. 
The formulas are there, but even the 
reader who chooses to ignore them 
will find the text a helpful and instruc- 
tive guide to better understanding of 
his camera “eye.” 

In addition, there are chapters de- 
voted to the care and testing of lenses, 
and to such pertinent accessories as 
viewfinders, rangefinders and filters. 

Charts and diagrams are simple and 
well placed, and a convenient index 
adds to the value of Camera Lenses 
as a source of reference. 

Of minor consequence are a few 
discrepancies between American and 
British terminology. 

For both amateur and professional 
photographers: Highly recommended.

Ways and Means

Professional exposure meter for 
electronic flash; printing papers are 
getting brighter; new light on image 
formation. 


Exposures by 
electronic flash 
have always been 
a problem for the 
studio photogra- 
pher who uses 
this type of light- 
ing extensively. 
Usually guide 
numbers for 
various films with 
agivenlight 

source are established by personal ex- 
perience. But the problem of using 
several lamps for a certain emulsion 
or determining an exposure for light 
bounced off wall or ceiling are still 
difficult to solve accurately. 

But now an instrument is available 
which: eliminates the guesswork in 
electronic flash exposure. It’s called 
the Thomas Strobemeter, and although 
not the accessory to be hauled around 
to a basketball game, it is nevertheless 
a useful studio installation. It was de- 
signed by Fred Thomas, a photogra- 
pher who was an engineer and has done 
research in radar and electronics. 

His unit employs a phototube which 
picks up the total amount of light and 
integrates the duration of the flash 
and its intensity. This is stored as 
voltage on a capacitor. A high impe- 
dance vacuum tube voltmeter reads 
the charge on the capacitor. A range 
of film speeds is obtained by varying 
the size of the capacitor and varying 
the sensitivity of the voltmeter. 

In use, the meter is plugged into 
110 volts AC and connected to the 
triggering cord of the electronic flash. 
Film speed within a range of 5 to 400 
is adjusted on a dial. After a 20-sec. 
warmup, the meter stabilizes itself, 
and the voltmeter is set at zero. It is 
used in the manner of an incident light 
meter with the phototube disc pointed 
at the light source from the subject’s 
position. A button is pressed, the flash 
goes off, and the voltmeter reads the 
correct aperture directly on one of 
three scales ranging from f/1.5 to f/45. 

The Strobemeter, priced at $250, is 
available from the Thomas Instrument 
Co., 1118 First Ave., New York City. 


Brighter printing papers 

In the effort to improve brilliance 
and contrast, there has been a ten- 
dency, in recent years, to introduce 
printing papers with whiter whites. 


REMEMBER YOU SAW IT IN MODERN 


This is accomplished by introducing 
certain fluorescent whitening agents 
called blancophors into the emulsion 
of the paper. These agents have been 
used to improve the appearance of tex- 
tiles and papers by absorbing ultra- 
violet radiation and emitting a fluores- 
cence which neutralizes any yellow 
shade present and increases lumi- 
nance. Originating with Kodak Ltd. 
in England, the technique spread to 
Agfa, Ilford and Gevaert, and is now 
used in the manufacture of Ansco Jet 
paper in this country. 

An interesting US Patent, #2,815,- 
284, recently has been granted for the 
addition of such optical bleaching 
agents to a developer solution in order 
to produce brighter whites in prints. 


Latent image formation 

The films and papers we use are 
coated with a light-sensitive emulsion 
which actually consists of silver halide 
crystals (silver bromide, chloride, io- 
dide, or a mixture) dispersed in gela- 
tin. Light reduces these crystals to 
metallic silver, which is black. If pho- 
tography had to depend on light alone 
to reduce the silver compounds, it 
could never have achieved its present 
importance. The discovery of the the- 
ory of the latent image made contem- 
porary photography possible: the fact 
that a very brief exposure to light reg- 
isters as a latent, invisible image which 
is then revealed by a mild reducing 
solution or developer. 

At a recent international meeting 
in Montreal, on nuclear particle pho- 
tography, Jack F. Hamilton of East- 
man Kodak Research Laboratories 
discussed the formation of a silver 
image by light on the photographic 
emulsion. Hamilton used an electron 
microscope to study the motion of tiny 
charged particles within a single pho- 
tographic grain. 

His experiments prove that the latent 
image is formed by a few electrons 
which are freed by the exposure to 
light. These trigger the reaction which 
converts the entire grain to silver in 
the process of development. 

Further, since these relatively few 
electrons catalyze the change of an 
entire grain of silver, at a ratio of 
about a billion to one, the photographic 
process is the most sensitive amplifier 
known to science.—THE END

Ahead?

Happenings on the European scene: 
something new, something old. 


I have just re- 
turned from a two 
months’ stay in 
Europe, having 
spent July and 
August visiting 
various photo- 
graphic manufac- 
turers in England 
and on the Con- 
tinent. You would 
expect one to re- 
turn from such a 

trip bubbling over with exciting stories 
of new developments. But, I regret to 
report, nothing was shown to me that 
could be considered fundamentally 
“new.” However, at least one im- 
portant event took place, although no 
new product was involved. 


ICi-Color now Ilford 

Some months ago I described in 
this column a new color negative film 
and color paper that had just been 
introduced by the giant British chemi- 
cal firm, Imperial Chemical Industries 
Limited. The film is similar to Koda- 
color film in that colored masking 
images are automatically formed dur- 
ing processing, but by means of a dye 
system different from that employed 
in Kodacolor. 

When first introduced, this new color 
film was processed by especially ap- 
pointed laboratories. These labs also 
were the only sources for color prints 
from the color negatives. A few weeks 
before I arrived in London (on July 3) 
ICI-Color film, color paper and proc- 
essing chemicals were made available 
to photographers on a direct basis, 
probably because Kodak Limited had 
introduced its color negative film and 
“Type C” paper for individual proc- 
essing. But not many photographers 
had the opportunity even to experi- 
ment with the processing of ICI-Color 
materials, because on August 22, just 
two months after releasing its prod- 
ucts for consumer processing, ICI 
announced the discontinuance of man- 
ufacture. Instead, the process was 
turned over to Ilford Limited for 
further exploitation, and at the same 
time ICI arranged to acquire a one- 
third interest in Ilford. 

It will no doubt take a few months 
before Ilford can re-introduce this

Kodacolor, the most complete and 
varied color film to date, now gives 
inexpensive transparencies for 
35mm, Bantam; improved Ektacolor 
Print Film. 


The really ex- 
citing thing about 
the new Koda- 
color way of get- 
ting color trans- 
parencies is that 
errors in exposure 
and in color bal- 
ance need not 
lead to disaster, 
as is often the 

case when shooting reversal color such 
as Kodachrome and Ektachrome. And 
why ? Simply because these errors can 
be corrected during printing! 

Just how much your picture taking 
freedom can be increased has been 
shown by the results from a series of 
tests run by this writer. 

I shot a number of Kodachrome and 
Ektachrome rolls, as well as Koda- 
color, from which both prints and 
slides were ordered. Pictures were 
made with correct and incorrect ex- 
posure and with both the right and 
wrong color balance. 

In terms of exposure, Kodacolor 
transparencies showed phenomenal 
latitude. As much as % stop under- 
exposure or two stops overexposure 
led to such similar transparencies that 
it took careful scrutiny to tell them 
apart. Yet, although a full stop under- 
exposure gave rather poor results in 
my opinion, three stops overexposure 
still gave an acceptable result. 

But this isn’t all! Despite large vari- 
ations in exposure Kodacolor transpar- 
encies seemed to exhibit the same (or 
quite similar) color balance. The only 
exception here was when Kodacolor 
was incorrectly exposed to light of 
radically wrong color balance. This 
evidently led to errors that couldn’t be 
fully corrected in printing. 

Similar over and underexposures of 
the same subject led to far more un- 
satisfactory results when Kodachrome 
and Ektachrome were used. 


Interpreting the results 

Now let’s talk about the kind of 
color you can expect in Kodacolor 
transparencies, about resolution and 
about grain. 

In general the Kodacolor trans- 
parencies made for me by Kodak 
seemed closest to Kodachrome in 
overall appearance. They were defi- 
nitely colder than Ektachrome. 

Blues were similar to Kodachrome 
blues but not as punchy and exag- 
gerated looking. The yellows were 
among the truest I’ve seen in a long

time; reds weren’t so orangy as either 
Kodachrome or Ektachrome, and 
greens were very good. 

From the point of view of gradation, 
Kodacolor transparencies showed bet- 
ter retention of shadow and highlight 
detail than do the Kodak reversal 
films. Many shots that appeared flat 
and posterish on Kodachrome’ and 
Ektachrome seemed to have an almost 
3-D effect in Kodacolor transparencies. 

As for resolution and grain, Koda- 
color transparencies seemed somewhat 
better than Ektachrome but not so 
good as Kodachrome. 

Shots made in the wrong kind of 
light, in shade, by fluorescents, with a 
conversion filter left in place acciden- 
tally, or by mixtures of daylight and 
tungsten all gave surprisingly good 
results. In most cases it seemed that 
the printers could correct better dur- 
ing printing than I could when using 
corrective filters on reversal film. 

One caution here—don’t expect re- 
sults from creative tricks. The print- 
ers have been trained to correct mis- 
takes whether they were accidental 
or intentional. If your trick is weird 
enough—like blurred action, soft-focus, 
use of strong filters, etc.—your nega- 
tives may come back unprinted. Have 
a custom color finisher work with you 
on trick effects, or print your own. 

Kodacolor transparencies cost a 
mere 20¢ each, They may be ordered 
from Eastman Kodak along with, or 
instead of, Kodacolor prints at the 
time the film is developed or may be 
ordered later. Local finishers offer a 
similar service. 

The material on which Kodacolor 
transparencies are made is neither 
suitable nor available for amateur 
handling at this time. 


Ektacolor print film 

If you do wish to make your own 
same-size or enlarged transparencies 
from Kodacolor or Ektacolor nega- 
tives I suggest you investigate the 
new improved Ektacolor Print Film. 
This material has excellent resolution 
and grain structure. (Don’t confuse 
it with low resolution Ektacolor Print 
Film which was formerly available. ) 

Nice thing about the new film is that 
it can be processed in the same C-22 
kit used to develop Kodacolor or Ekta- 
color negatives. 

Even more interesting is that the 
one-pint C-22 kit contains two batches 
of color developer and short stop. Thus 
you can use it to process your own 
Kodacolor negatives one night and 
make transparencies the next. 

Handling and processing of Ekta- 
color Print Film is somewhat easier 
and faster than Ektacolor Paper. 
Might be just the thing for trying 
your color printing wings!—THE END

color process, but considering Ilford’s 
extensive production facilities and 
manufacturing experience, it is in a 
position to make it a major contender 
in the color field. 


The Kodak (Limited) Museum 

While I was in London, Dr. R. S. 
Schultze of Kodak Limited invited me 
to spend an afternoon in the Kodak 
museum at Harrow, England. I found 
it extremely interesting and highly 
recommend it as a part of your sched- 
ule if you are planning a trip to 
Europe. 

Dr. Schultze, who is the Kodak 
Limited Research Librarian and Cu- 
rator of the Museum, has many in- 
teresting stories on the historical 
development of still and motion picture 
camera and projection equipment, 
which he relates with pride and en- 
thusiasm. The museum was started in 
1927 under the direction of J. H. 
Pledge, but has been Schultze’s baby 
since the latter part of 1945. Besides 
the very extensive collection of early 
photographic equipment, you will find 
original examples of . photographs 
made by just about every process that 
has existed. The motion picture film 
examples vividly show the dedicated 
efforts of early workers to give the 
public a process in color—and with 
sound. It might surprise you to learn 
that Eugene Lauste, as early as 1906, 
produced variable area sound tracks 
on motion picture film, several ex- 
amples of which are displayed in the 
Kodak Museum. And big-image proc- 
esses are as old as the hills. One 
film produced by Paul in 1897 on 60mm 
film was hand colored, frame by frame. 


Lecture at the R. P. S. 

The Royal Photographic Society in 
London requested me to give an in- 
formal talk at one of its meetings, but 
being totally unprepared the only 
thing I could do was to demonstrate 
the Slide-O-Film process since I hap- 
pened to have a box of the material in 
my brief case. As you know from the 
advertisements, the Slide-O-Film proc- 
ess is a method for producing pro- 
jection slides from black-and-white 
negatives, or black-and-white nega- 
tives from color transparencies. While 
I was describing the process on the 
platform, Dr. Wolf Berg made the 
actual demonstration, and it was the 
first time he had ever gone through the 
process. Believe it or not, the first trial 
produced a first-rate example, all 
within about one minute. 

But it was not the luck of this 
demonstration that impressed me. It 
was the enthusiasm of the R.P.S. 
members for information on new de- 
velopments and their keen interest in 
technical details. As a matter of fact, 
throughout Europe I found that pho- 
tographers have more curiosity about 
how processes work, etc. than do their 
counterparts in the U. S. A.—THE END

Report on a picture project, or, how 
to use up lots of film in a hurry. 


I live on the edge of a huge, run- 
down area in mid-Manhattan, all of 
which is about to be torn down to make 
way for what’s commonly known as 
the Lincoln Square Project—an opera 
house, concert hall, parts of a univer- 
sity, and other items. 

Some time ago I decided to photo- 
graph this whole area before it dis- 
appeared, not because it’s beautiful or 
charming, but simply as a record. I al- 
ready had hundreds of negatives of 
various parts of the area and of some 
of the poor but friendly folk who live 
there—particularly the children and 
their myriad cats and dogs. So, instead 
of a social commentary, I decided 
simply to record the physical features 
of the place. 

Since such building projects are 
common these days, you may also want 
to make such a record. Here are some 
personal experiences which may be 
helpful to you. 

I chose 35mm cameras instead of 
some other types because of their ease 
of handling and ability to cover most 
picture situations without a tripod. 
True, there are a few shots that cannot 
be made with any 35mm camera I have 
ever heard of—they demand a 4x5 
camera with full swings and tilts. But 
I can get along without them. 

After a few tests I decided that my 
35mm lens would be most useful. It 
covers a wider area than the “normal” 
50mm, but is still not such a problem 
to use as the ultra-wide-angle 28mm 
and 21mm lenses. I find them appli- 
cable only in special situations. 

I carried a second camera, too, for 
detailed close-ups of signs, architec- 
tural items, etc. But I soon replaced 
the 50mm lens on the second camera 
with my 85mm (if I had a 105mm, I'd 
use that). So, I was all set for over- 
all views and details too. 

I arranged the length of the neck- 
straps on the cameras so that both 
cameras could dangle in front of me 
without bumping—one below the other. 
After cracking myself on the chin a 
few times I got the shorter upper one

just the right length. Incidentally, Iam 
using two old model Canons, alternat- 
ing one of them with my wife’s ancient 
but excellent Leica. 

Lighting was a problem. Direct sun 
hits the west side of the. avenues and 
the south side of the cross streets only 
early in the morning. Since the build- 
ings are drab and dirty anyway, I 
wanted a maximum amount of model- 
ing to bring out details. So, from 8:00 
to 9:00 A.M. I was snapping the lighted 
sides. East sides of avenues and north 
sides of cross streets were left mainly 
for late afternoon shooting. At that, 
there are some areas which never get 
sun at all; they could be done at any 
convenient time. 


Bright light: Slow film 


Since I was planning my shooting to 
take advantage of bright light, I could 
use a medium slow, fine grained, sharp 
film. As I belong to the available film 
school of photography, I began with a 
large supply of Adox KB-17 which was 
available. I set my Brockway incident 
light exposure meter to 64, or 2X the 
“official” exposure index for this film. 
(Most of my exposures were 1/100 at 
f/8.) This was predicated on develop- 
ment in a vigorous, non-fine grain 
developer, to be picked from my charts 
(June, 1958 issue of MODERN ). If I were 
choosing film from scratch, however, I 
would certainly pick the new Kodak 
Plus-X Pan, which would allow an ex- 
posure index of about 200. 

One of the main problems was to 
avoid being run over—to get just the 
right framing I frequently was out in 
the middle of a busy avenue. 

An invaluable item was a piece of 
ordinary writing chalk. As I went 
around I wrote date and location notes 
on walls or sidewalk and photographed 
them as a prelude to the exposures im- 
mediately following. 


Filters put to work 


Although at first I went without 
filters, I soon discovered that they were 
necessary. Suprisingly, I have had 
many chances to work in nice sky 
effects. And contrast filters are ideal 
for bringing out details of local signs 
and colored chalk scribbles. Some of 
the signs are provocative. For ex- 
ample: “Pearl McCullough’s Club- 
house and Sanatorium for Birds.” 

Oddly enough, I found that many 
shots which appeared to demand an 
ultra-wide-angle lens actually could be 
done much better at a distance with 
a “normal’’ or tele lens, plus a bit of 
ingenuity. Also, use of a sharp, fine 
grain film lets you pick a fragment 
out of a scene and enlarge it—fre- 
quently an acceptable substitute for a 
powerful tele lens. 

There are about 30 square blocks in 
this project. If my feet hold out and I 
don’t misplace the films I may have 
something.—-THE END

Camera movement: the biggest 
cause of unsharp pictures. 


A correspondent 
from overseas 
writes: “A curi- 
ous by-product of 
learning to work 
with my ultra- 
miniature camera 
is that I’ve be- 
come even more 
proficient when 
working with big- 
ger cameras.” 

There’s a logical, not-so-curious rea- 
son for this which I’d like to illustrate 
by discussing a cardinal sin of ultra- 
miniature shooting technique: camera 
movement. This can ruin a picture 
whether you use a 4 x 5 press camera 
or the tiniest ultraminiature. But it’s 
more likely to happen with smaller 
cameras, for they don’t have enough 
mass and weight to offset your own 
body and hand pressures. As a conse- 
quence, when you push down on the 
shutter button, you may jerk the cam- 
era enough to take the sharp edge off 
your picture, if not to ruin it com- 
pletely. So don’t be too hasty in blam- 
ing lens quality if your pictures come 
out soft. Camera movement is more 
apt to be the culprit. 

The correct technique is to hold the 
camera comfortably, so that your fin- 
ger falls naturally into place over the 
shutter release, without a feeling of 
strain or effort. Try some practice 
shots to get the feel of how far you 
have to depress the button before the 
shutter is released. The pressure on 
the button should be like that on a rifle 
trigger. You squeeze down steadily 
while also seeming to hold back. 


This approach would be correct for 
the large camera, too, but its weight 
offers some greater degree of resist- 
ance to the same “pounds-per-finger- 
tip” pressure. Also, a considerably 
lesser degree of enlargement will offer 
some tolerance for minor softness. 
Nevertheless, the good diseipline of 
ultraminiature technique should mini- 
mize big picture error potentials. 

Now, to take a lesson from the larger 
picture format: the cost of film for a 
larger camera teaches you to plan 
more carefully. As one goes down the 
scale of film sizes, however, shooting 
tends to become more indiscriminate. 
This is another cardinal sin. Some- 
times it is simply to use up a long roll. 
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D. COOPER 


In any event, it is sheer waste to have 
a number of almost identical pictures. 

If you want insurance against fail- 
ure, a more legitimate procedure is to 
bracket your exposures. Shoot one at 
the apparently correct exposure, one 
at half this and one at double it. 

Even better, if you’re reasonably 
sure of your exposure, vary the shoot- 
ing angle or the shooting distance. This 
will give you a better selection for 
printing, without waste. 

A more advanced approach is the 
story series. This may consist of three 
to six separate views of a single action 
sequence, although even two pictures 
can depict good action movement. 
Here are some pointers: 

1. If you’re shooting pure action, of 
interest in itself, try to capture the 
key stages or moments. 

2. When shooting a story sequence, 
keep to a main thread of interest. Each 
shot should contribute to the climax 
of the event. 

3. A party series should capture 
groups, special events or activities, in- 
dividuals and props. If feasible, take 
an unposed picture of the party as a 
whole. In fact, all your party candids 
should be unposed, preferably. Props 
and decor can be captured as part of 
the background interest.

New bracket makes bounce flash 
easier to use. Latest report on the 
tiniest flashbulbs. 


Just in case 
anyone is unfa- 
miliar with the 
term “bounce 
flash” let me ex- 
plain that it is a 
technique of aim- 
ing the flashgun 
at the ceiling, in- 
stead of directly 
at the subject. 
Thus, the light goes straight up to 
the ceiling which, usually being white, 
acts as a giant diffuser/reflector, fill- 
ing most of a room with brilliant but 
not at all harsh light. The result: flash 
pictures of infinitely better quality 
than it is possible to make by using 
a single flashbulb on the camera, aimed 
toward a soon-to-be-blinded subject. 

The first Polaroid bounce flash 
bracket (Model 290) appeared about 
3% years ago. It was a simple, bent 
stainless steel strip, but it did a good 
job. At that time Polaroid flashguns 
(except one for the Highlander cam- 
era) were connected to the camera by 
a separate wire. 

Current camera models no longer

have the wire connection (exception: 
the Model 95B). The flash connection 
is on the camera body and engages a 
contact in the foot on the bottom of 
the flashgun. So, we must have a 
bounce flash bracket with internal wir- 
ing to the flashgun. There has been 
such a bracket (Model 291). Now we 
have Model 292 ($2.95) which is 
really a vast improvement over the 
Model 291. I would recommend that 
this bracket should be owned by any- 
one having a Polaroid Land camera 
with the flash connection on the body 
next to the viewfinder. A word of cau- 
tion: Insert the gun in the bracket 
before clipping the bracket to the cam- 
era. Avoid twisting strains on the 
bracket when inserting or removing 
flashbulbs. Although the plastic ma- 
terial is sturdy, the bracket can break 
if you push too hard. 


Now, an effective tiny bulb 


Some months ago I wrote about 
the tiniest flashbulbs—the M2 and its 
newer, more powerful cousin, the zir- 
conium filled M25. Although the M25 
gave lots of light, its timing did not 
quite match the Polaroid Land camera 
shutter synchronization, so the results 
were not too good. 

Now there’s a new bulb, the M5B. 
It’s timed just right to work with all 
Polaroid shutters. Although adver- 
tised as giving as much light as the 
bigger No. 5 bulbs, it actually gives 
a bit less light in the Polaroid flashgun, 
since the reflector is not designed for 
this tiny bulb. This is noticeable with 
direct flash. With bounce flash, the 
differences are very minor. I found 
that the M5 could be used with the 
same direct and bounce flash guides 
as are suitable for the No. 5 bulbs. 
They’re so much more convenient to 
carry than the No. 5 bulbs that I’m 
using them exclusively from now on.

How to build your own 4 x 5 tele- 
photo camera. Part I. 


In contrast to 

35mm and 2% x 

2\4%4-in. cameras, 

large cameras 

have one advan- 

tage which be- 

comes the more 

obvious and ap- 

preciated the 

longer one works 

with them: sim- 

plicity of con- 

struction. As a result, not only are 

large cameras practically free from 

mechanical breakdowns (and if some- 

thing happens it can usually be re- 

paired on the spot, at least tempo- 

rarily, with a screw driver or masking 

tape), but they can also be easily and 

relatively inexpensively converted into 

specific-purpose instruments. Much of 

such a conversion can be done by any- 

one who is familiar with the use of 

simple woodworking tools. For in- 

stance, should you be interested in 

converting your 4 x 5 into a highly 

efficient telephoto camera, the follow- 
ing tells you how: 


Requirements of a telephoto camera 

Any workable telephoto camera 
must fulfill three basic requirements: 
1. It must be equipped with a lens with 
longer-than-standard focal length in 
order to produce images in larger- 
than-normal scale. 2. It must be 
equipped with an extension long 
enough to permit focusing this special 
lens. 3. It must be constructed in such 
a way that it is rock steady during the 
exposure since even the slightest 
tremor would cause noticeable blur in 
the negative. 


The lens—what should you buy? 
Whereas good telephoto lenses for 
small cameras are invariably expen- 
sive—often fantastically so—wonder- 
ful lenses for a 4 x 5 telephoto camera 
can be purchased comparatively cheap- 
ly if the photographer knows what to 


_buy. He has the choice of three differ- 


ent types of long-focus lenses: 

1. True telephoto lenses are char- 
acterized by the fact that they require 
less bellows extension than the equiva- 
lent of their focal length. For example,

the Dallmeyer Grandac of approxi- 
mately 40-in. focal length, which pro- 
duces on 4 x 5 an image almost seven 
times as large as that made by a lens 
of standard focal length, requires a 
bellows extension of only approxi- 
mately 14 inches. 

Particularly good buys in true tele- 
photo lenses are: the Carl Zeiss Tele 
Tessars f/6.3 in focal lengths of 32cm 
(13 in.) and 40cm (16 in.), and old- 
fashioned (pre-war) Dallmeyer tele- 
photo lenses in various focal lengths. 
These lenses have been discontinued 
by their manufacturers and can only 
be purchased second-hand—for some- 
where between $50 and $100—if you 
are lucky enough to find one. A real 
bargain which sells for somewhere 
around $75 is the tack-sharp 500mm 
(20-in.) Bausch & Lomb Tele-Ana- 
stigmat f/5.6. It was designed for 
aerial photography and is now availa- 
ble second-hand as war surplus. For 
the super-duper telephoto camera, 
Sterling-Howard of 561 E. Tremont 
Ave., New York 57, N.Y., sells the 
Dallmeyer 900mm (36-in.) Tele £/6.3 
for the almost unbelievably low price 
of $89.50. And for the ultimate in “Big 
Berthas,” Air Photo Supply Corp. of 
555 E. Tremont Ave., New York 57, 
N. Y., sells the fabulous Bausch & 
Lomb 40-in. (1000mm) Telephoto f/8 
brand-new for only $149.50. The latter 
two lenses weigh somewhere between 
20 and 30 Ibs. each and are normally 
mounted on a 5 x 7 Graflex box. 

Modern Dallmeyer and Schneider 
telephoto lenses are, of course, con- 
siderably more expensive (but readily 
available in focal lengths up to 60 in.). 
But :since the above-mentioned old- 
fashioned or war surplus lenses pro- 
duce pictures that are technically as 
good as those produced by any “mod- 
ern” lens, tracking down one of those 
“rare” lenses seems to me well worth 
the extra effort to anyone interested 
in a real “buy.” 

2. Regular long-focus lenses require 
a bellows extension that is somewhat 
longer than the equivalent of their 
focal length. Since modern lenses of 
this type with sufficiently long focal 
lengths are available only in the form 
of process lenses, which are prohibi- 
tively expensive, the aspiring telepho- 
tographer must be content with what- 
ever old-fashioned lenses he can dig 
up at the second-hand counters of 
large photo stores. Suitable lenses of 
this kind have been made in the past 
by Ross, Steinheil, Voigtlander and 
others. They are usually comparatively 
slow and have to be stopped down to 
at least f/12 before they produce suffi- 
ciently sharp pictures. On the other 


_ hand, they are usually very cheap, 


costing no more than from $10 to $25. 
3. The front or rear element of a lens 
of symmetrical construction has ap- 
proximately twice the focal length of 
the complete system and can serve

very well as a substitute for a true 
telephoto lens. As a matter of fact, 
some of my best telephoto shots of the 
New York skyline were made with a 
lens of this type—the front element of 
a 21-in. Ross lens with a focal length 
of 40 inches which must have been at 
least 50 years old when I bought it in 
1944 for $25. The advantages of such 
a “half lens” are lightness, smallness 
and low price; the disadvantage, the 
fact that its speed is very low, al- 
though, in conjunction with modern 
high speed films, such single-element 
lenses are still fast enough for the ma- 
jority of telephotographs. Finding this 
kind of lens might prove rather diffi- 
cult since they have become quite rare. 
Prices should range from $5 to $25. 
The shutter. Frequently, a particu- 
larly desirable telephoto or long-focus 
lens is found mounted in a “barrel” 
without a shutter. This is no calamity 
since, with the exception of the 36-in. 
and 40-in. “Big Bertha,” all the pre- 
viously mentioned lenses are small 
enough to be mounted by any experi- 
enced camera repairman at reasonable 
cost in available modern shutters. The 
“Big Bertha” type lenses are generally 
mounted on a 5 x 7-in. Grafiex box, 
utilizing its focal-plane shutter.

The first step 


If you seriously intend to go in for 
large camera telephotography—which, 
incidentally, is one of the least explored 
and most rewarding fields in the entire 
realm of photography—the first and 
most important step is the acquisition 
of a suitable lens. In this respect, you 
should consider the following: A true 
telephoto lens, because of the com- 
paratively short extension which it re- 
quires, can usually be mounted directly 
on any 4 x 5 camera equipped with 
double or triple bellows extension 
without the aid of special tubes or box- 
like devices, and should for this reason 
be the prime objective of your search. 
Neither the “speed’”’ nor the age of a 
long-focus lens is of any importance 
since a 4 x 5 tele camera, regardless 
of the type of lens with which it is 
equipped, must always be _ tripod 
mounted in order to prevent blur- 
causing vibration. Outdoors, in bright 
daylight, using high speed panchro- 
matic film, one can still shoot 1/100 
sec. at f/16. Besides, many of the best 
telephoto subjects are static, permit- 
ting, if necessary, even time exposures. 
As a matter of fact, slow lenses are 
often preferable since they are always 
smaller, lighter, less expensive to ac- 
quire, and freqently even sharper than 
fast ones. The one vital requirement 
is that the lens can produce tack-sharp 
pictures from f/12 or f/16 on down. 
If you can find this kind of lens you 
are in business. How to construct your 
telephoto camera around it will be the 
subject of next month’s column.

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Should You Buy A Used Camera 
Without Flash Synchronization ? 


IS IT WORTHWHILE TO BUY A CAMERA which does not have flash sync built 
in and have the synchronization mechanism added? The answer to that 
is a tentative “yes” which may be a definite “yes”—if: the price of the 
camera is more than $50 and it is in all other ways suitable for your pur- 
poses; if you shoot flash only occasionally; if you can’t-buy another equally 
good camera with factory installed sync for the price of the old non-sync 
camera plus the cost of installing sync; if you or your photo dealer know 
a reliable repairman capable of doing a good installation job. 

However, if you do a lot of flash work, some with bulbs and some with 
speed light, then you’d better save your money to buy a camera with 
factory installed sync for all kifids of flash work. 

Here’s a list of the various types of sync which might be added to an 
old camera, plus recommendations and costs. The internal installations 
are of the simplest type, using a single switch. If you want a safety switch 
to prevent accidental flashing (focal-plane shutters only), add about 50 
percent to the cost of the installation. 


Type 1: Internal contact points with zero delay. That is, the electrical 
circuit is completed at the instant the shutter blades or curtains are wide 
open. Commonly called “X” sync, this is the easiest type to install in a 
non-sync shutter. It is most useful in a leaf-type shutter. You can use 
electronic flash at any speed; at slow shutter speeds (up to about 1/30 sec.) 
any type of flashbulb may be used. It can be added successfully to all 
models of the Compur shutter, to most Prontors, and to the better grade 
Japanese makes. Approximate cost range is $15 to $25. 

For focal-plane shutters, X sync is desirable if you plan to use electronic 
flash mainly. If your main concern is with flashbulbs, Types 2 or 4 (below) 
may be more useful. X sync can be added sucessfully to practically any 
35mm or roll film camera with focal-plane shutter. Approximate cost 
range is $18 to $40. 


Type 2: Internal contact points with 20-millisecond delay. That is, the 
circuit is completed .017 to .020 seconds before the shutter blades or 
curtains are wide open. This type of sync is designed for use only with 
Class M bulbs and leaf-type shutters, and Class FP bulbs and focal-plane 
shutters. Unless you have definite reason for sticking exclusively to flash- 
bulbs, it is inadvisable to instal] this type of sync in a leaf shutter (except 
in conjunction with X sync). It is, however, quite usable with 35mm 
focal-plane shutters. Approximate cost range is $18 to ‘$40. 


Type 3: Internal contact points with 3-millisecond delay. That is, the 
circuit is completed about .003 seconds before the shutter blades or curtains 
are wide open. This is for use only with Class F (SM or SF) flashbulbs. 
It is inadvisable to install such sync, as the Class F bulbs may be used 
satisfactorily with X sync (Type 1, above). 


Type 4: External contact points, operated by movement of a shutter speed 
setting ring, or similar part of the camera mechanism. These are useful 
mainly for synchronizing focal-plane shutters. Some types let you use 
high shutter speeds with FP bulbs; others provide a version of “open flash” 
for speed light or flashbulbs. Wide range of prices. 


Type 5: External solenoid to actuate shutter. These work only with set- 
and-rélease shutters, preferably of the leaf type, and are for use only with 
flashbulbs, generally Class M. This type of sync is virtually obsolete today, 
and it is inadvisable, to install it on a ‘camera (except for some press types) 
unless there is compelling reason to do so. 


Type 6: Mechanical devices which screw into the cable release socket. 
These are of three kinds: (1) So-called “passive” synchronizers actuated 
by the shutter, after it is tripped. These are inexpensive and may be useful 
with an old self-cocking shutter for an occasional flash. (2) Cable release 
incorporating a mechanical time delay. (3) Cable release actuated by 
solenoid. All three systems are of relatively limited utility.

Lens: Check the lens for 
chips, scratches and loose 
elements. Make sure the dia- 
phragm is free from rust, has 
no broken blades, and is in 
working order. Check the lens 
mount and focusing mech- 
anism for excessive play. 
Shutter: Use the shutter at 
all speeds. Check the slow 
speeds carefully. Shutters 


elements. Rock the lens mount 
to reveal unwanted play. 

Shutter: Release the shutter 
at all speeds. Pay particular 
attention to the slower 
speeds. These speeds tend to 
give trouble sooner than the 
faster ones. Listen for any 
hesitation in the slow speeds. 
Sometimes small chips of film 
lodge in the shutter curtain 
and cause irregularities in 
some shutter speed settings— 
or even prevent their working. 
Film advance: Run a roll of 
film through the camera and 
check for gear slippage in 
the film advance. Slippage 


usually go bad first at these 
speeds. Listen for any hesita- 
tion in the mechanism. If the 
shutter seems to be jammed, 
look for any small pieces of 
film which may have lodged 
in the shutter curtain. 

Film advance: Check by run- 
ning a roll of film through the 
camera. Make sure the frame 
counter works. Try to detect 
unwanted slippage in the film. 
Pressure plate: Scratches, 
nicks or dents are not desir- 
able. Imperfections might 
cause scratches on negatives. 
Interior: Look for evidence 
of abuse, loose parts, spaces 


causes frames to overlap. 
Keep tabs on the frame 
counter and see if it works. 
Pressure plate: Check the 
pressure plate for nicks, 
scratches and dents. Film in 
contact with irregular plate 
can easily be scratched. 

Interior: Look for light leaks. 
Sometimes a tripod socket 
will reveal a tiny hole that in- 
dicates the tripod was 
screwed onto the camera too 
tightly. Result: flare on your 
negatives and transparencies. 
Moving parts: Examine the 
overall condition of the 
camera. Beware of the cam- 


where parts are missing. Do 
any parts appear to have 
been bent back into place? 
Have any worn parts been 
painted to look new? If the 
camera was repaired, was it 
done by an experienced 
camera repairman or by a 
do-it-yourself home repair- 
man who botched the job? 

Moving parts: A precision 
camera has many moving 
parts. Check and see if they 
are functioning properly. For 
example: try the self timer, 
use the rewind knob. Does the 
camera back open and close 
properly, and does it fit?

Overall appearance: A cam- 
era which has seen much use 
may appear to be in better 
shape than a new one. Re- 
member that appearances 
can be, and often are, deceiv- 
ing.

If 
you see parts in or on a 
camera which have been 
painted or bent back into 
place—beware.

TWIN LENS REFLEX 
Ground glass: Look for indi- 
cations of tampering with the 
ground glass. If a field lens 
was added to the camera by 
the previous owner, or by a 
camera repairman, and it's 
the kind which is placed 
underneath the ground glass, 
be sure to check the camera's 
focus with extra care. Check 
closely for chips and 
scratches on the ground 
glass. (If you find some small 
pieces of glass, check again 
—you're apt to find more.) 
Focusing hood: A twisted or 
bent focusing hood might in- 
dicate that the camera had 
been dropped or had been 
subjected to misuse. Check 
the focusing hood carefully. 


PRESS OR VIEW 


Bellows: Any holes, cracks or 
worn areas on a bellows can 
make any press or view cam- 
era worthless. If there is a hole 
in the bellows a photograph 
won't necessarily be affected. 
For example: If a photograph 
is made and the bellows isn't 
extended too far, the hole 
might be covered by one of 
the accordion-like folds. If 
you find a defective bellows 
—you'll never be sure if the 
image you record on the film 
does or does not contain un- 
wanted flare. 

Camera back: Check the 
camera back carefully for 
light leaks (which will show 
up as small spots of light) — 
Remove lens and hold camera 
up to the light. Look through 





Focusing knob: Be certain 
that there is no play in the 
focusing knob. Excessive play 
would indicate that the knob 
had been forced past the 
close distance or infinity mark 
and a few gears might have 
been stripped. 

Viewing lens: Look into the 
viewing lens and examine the 
mirror closely. Make sure that 
it still has the silver coating 
which was placed on it by the 
manufacturer. Check for 
scratches and flaking. Also 
check the viewing lens for 
imperfections. Look for loose 
elements. If the camera was 
subjected to extreme 
weather conditions, there 


might be fungus inside, or 
possibly even rust. 


the bellows at the inside of 
the camera back. Also check 
the ground glass for evidence 
of chips or cracks. It could be 
embarrassing if the ground 
glass fell out of the camera 
while you were focusing. Suf- 
ficient tension in the camera 
back is necessary to keep the 
film holder at the exact focal 
plane during exposure. If it's 
loose, negative won't neces- 
sarily be sharp. 

Rangefinder: A rangefinder 
on a press camera must be 
adjusted for the particular 
lens with which it is used. For 
example: if the camera origi- 
nally had a 127mm lens and 
the previous owner replaced 
this lens with a 135mm lens, 
without readjusting the 
rangefinder, the rangefinder 


Taking lens: Rack the lens 
out to the closest focusing 
position and support the 
camera with one hand while 
holding the focusing panel 
with the other hand. Try to 
rock it back and forth. If more 
than the slightest play exists, 
focus might be affected. 
Check the diaphragm for rust 
and broken blades. 

Shutter: Try all the shutter 
speeds. Pay particular atten- 
tion to the slow speeds since 
these speeds usually cause 
the most trouble. 

Film advance: The best meth- 
od of testing the film advance 
is to run a roll of film through 
the camera. Check and see if 
the frame counter works cor- 
rectly. Try to detect slip- 


would now be useless. Check 
to see for yourself if the 
rangefinder is adjusted for 
the lens on the camera. Focus, 
using the ground glass back, 
and see if the rangefinder 
focus agrees. If it doesn't, it 
needs adjustment. Examine 
the rangefinder's prism and 
mirror by looking into the 
little windows. They should 
be clean without scratches or 
trace of silver peelings. 

Lens: Check the lens for 
scratches, loose elements and 
chips. Look closely at the 
diaphragm as you change the 
settings. Beware of broken, 
bent or rusty diaphragm 
blades. Any loose objects in- 
side the lens can cause seri- 
ous harm to both lens and 
shutter if allowed to remain.

Pressure plate: Examine 
closely for unwanted dents 
and nicks which might cause 
scratches on the film as it's 
advanced to next frame.

Look for dents, loose screws 
and missing parts. Beware of 
the camera which undoubted- 
ly has been taken apart by its 
previous owner. 

Moving parts: A precision in- 
strument such as a camera 
contains many moving and 
removable parts. Are they 
too loose, too tight, squeaky? 


Shutter: Set and release shut- 
ter at all speeds. Dirt inside 
a shutter usually affects the 
slower speeds first. If not re- 
moved, it can damage the 
shutter permanently. 
Focusing knobs: Work these 
knobs freely and check for 
slippage of gears. This could 
cause faulty and uncertain 
focus. 

Focusing track and moving 
parts: Examine track closely, 
making sure it's free from 
dents. In closing the camera, 
someone may have forgotten 
to rack the track in all the 
way. Result might be a bent 
track which would make pre- 
cision focusing impossible. 
Make sure that the focusing 
track is properly secured to 
the camera's focusing bed.

WHAT MAKES A CAMERA a vintage camera? Not merely 
age, for there are myriad antiques around which had 
best be left unbought. Not just the fact that many years 
ago the camera was expensive and glossy, for I can 
name you a few high priced photographic monstrosi- 
ties. Certainly not the qualities of being obsolete and 
unworkable, for none of the cameras shown fall into 
that classification. 

It seems to me that to be a vintage camera, these 
minimum qualifications must be met: It is no longer 
manufactured. The camera can be of any age and in any 
price range—ten years from now I would certainly in- 
clude Kodak’s current Brownie Starflex. It need not be 
a “universal” camera, in the sense of being able to do 
everything equally well, but it should be designed to 
perform some function outstandingly, perhaps even 
uniquely well. The design should be clean and relatively 
simple, keeping in mind the manufacturing styles of 
the period in which it appeared. Finally, if in good con- 
dition, it must be capable of excellent picture taking 
and there must be a film size generally available for it. 

Every one of the cameras shown meets these specs. I 
could think of other fine cameras, and some people may 
disagree with me on some of these choices. But what a 
range of wonderful picture taking abilities they repre- 
sent! And with the exception of the Meridian, which is 
rather a rare bird, all of these cameras are currently to 
be found at low prices in photo stores and hock shops. 

Let no one think I’m putting these ahead of today’s 
excellent products. When it comes to ease of handling, 
viewing and rangefinding, some of these cameras really 
show their age. But, for sheer picture taking ability, 
under conditions to which they are suited, none of these 
need take a back seat. In my opinion, they are the real 
“vintage” cameras. Let’s take a closer look at the fine 
old picture takers on the opposite page. 

MERIDIAN 4 X 5 (No. 8): This rugged, versatile, 
all metal press and view combination never got very 
far—it was always in the shade of the more glamorous 
and famous Linhof. Yet, in my opinion, until the very 
latest model Linhof Super Technika IV came along re- 
cently, the Meridian had more and better movements 
of the lensboard. However, the bellows extension is only 
double, as compared to the Linhof’s giant triple ex- 
tension. | have owned the Model B shown for about 
10 years and wouldn’t trade it for anything (except 
maybe a Model C). The finish is a bit rough, and the 
front standard could be a bit stiffer (it was in the rare 
Model C, which is a prize if you can find one). I’ve 
converted the revolving back to the Graphic-Graflok 
type, so I can use roll films too. The first Meridian, 
the Model A, had a circular lensboard, and I would 
not recommend it due to lens mounting complications. 


_ The Model B and Model C take the Standard “C”

lensboard. I think you may have to find private sellers 
as I haven’t seen a Model B or C in a store in years. 
KODAK RETINA Ila (No. 6): This is a little beauty, 
very compact and, within the limits of accuracy possi- 
ble with a folding camera, a remarkably good picture 
taker. It was the first Retina with a rapid film wind 
lever. This camera can drop into a pocket and remain 
inconspicuous until needed. It has flash sync too, al- 
though why anyone would ever use flash with it is a 
mystery to me. The one drawback is that the view/ 
rangefinder could have used some improvement (it was 
very much improved in later model Retinas) but for the 
current price it’s quite a camera. From $70 to $95. 
ZEISS SUPER IKONTA A (No. 3): I had an early 
one and it was a sad day when someone lifted it. Smaller 
and more compact than almost any 35mm camera, it 
gave 16 pictures 154 x 24% on a roll of 120 film, and 
were they sharp! Variations of this camera were made 
from 1934 to 1956. Later models had a tricky view- 
finder which some people didn’t like. The era of 35mm 
color helped to kill off the Super Ikonta A, but today 
we have super slide kits, and with a bit of film waste at 
the edges this camera should make great super slides. 
And there’s Kodacolor, too. With excellent £/3.5 lenses 
(mostly 75mm Zeiss Tessars and Schneider Xenars) 
coupled to a remarkably good folding rangefinder 
(shown folded), these are formidable picture takers. 
Due to the variety of models (see “Buying Guide”), 
prices range from $28 to $70. 

ZEISS SUPER IKONTA C (No. S): The mechanics 
and history of the C are similar to those of the Super 
Ikonta A, except that the C made 8 pictures 244 x 314 
on 120 film. In addition to being great for scenics (and 
pocket portable for hikers) the accurate folding range- 
finder makes it good for closer work. Check the “Buying 
Guide” so you can identify the early models with slower 
shutters and lenses. Prices range from $44 to $80. 
LEICA MODEL Ill (MODEL F) (No. 4): This, to 
many people, is the classic Leica, and what a great 
little camera it is. ’'ve had (Continued on page 178) 
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CHECK FOR RANGEFINDER FOCUS 
Here's how to check your focus. Place 
camera on a tripod, 3!/, feet from a brick 
wall. Minimize depth of field by using widest 
aperture and focus on the ual with range- 
finder. For this test, as in others, use a 
moderately fine grain film and developer 
combination. Do not change settings during 
this entire test (that includes camera focus). 
Make three photographs—one at the 
focused 3!/, ft., one at 3 ft. and one at 4 ft. 
View negatives with a |0X to 20X magnify- 
ing glass and compare sharpness. If nega- 
tive made at 3!/, feet is sharpest, then range- 
finder focus is correct. If either of others 
is sharper, then focus is off. 


LENS SHARP AT INFINITY? 

A camera-lens combination should produce 
pictures close-up as well as at infinity. If 
camera was dropped, the focusing ring, lens 
mount or infinity stop on the camera could 
be damaged in such a way that only the 
infinity focus is renderec useless. Here's how 
to test your lens at infinity: Focus at infinity 
and make a few exposures with the camera 
on a tripod. Use a moderately fine grain 
film and developer combination and view 
resulting negatives with 10X to 20X magni- 
fier. If you have a steady enlarger, make a 
10X enlargement on glossy paper. If the 
negative or print seems sharp, then your 
infinity focus is fine. 














TEST FOR SHARPNESS WIDE OPEN 
The easiest method for testing your own lens 
at widest aperture is to use it that way. Set 
your camera ona tripod and focus about 3!/, 
feet from a brick wall. Use a moderately fine 
grain film and developer combination. Take 
a few photos at the widest aperture using 
the appropriate shutter speed for correct 
exposure. View the negatives with a 10X to 
20X magnifying glass, or make a |0X en- 
largement with a steady enlarger (use 
glossy enlarging paper). You will probably 
find sharpness falls off in the corners, as in 
the illustration here. It's for you to decide 
if the fall-off is acceptable or severe enough 
to be objectionable. 


WHAT’S YOUR OPTIMUM APERTURE? Make series of exposures of a brick wall— 
use tripod, cable release, moderately fine grain film and developer combination. Focus 
camera 3!/2 feet from brick wall and make a series of six exposures starting at widest 
aperture. Stop down one f-stop for each consecutive exposure (adjusting shutter speeds 
for correct exposure). Make contact strip on glossy paper and examine closely. Opti- 
mum aperture produces the sharpest frame.

Although the Canon VI-T is very sim- 
ilar in design to the previous model 
V, consider the fact that looks are only 
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skin deep. Then it's possible to talk 
about the many new—and certainly 
interesting—features. 

Look, for example, at its novel 
shutter. Precision thin, it has the look 
and feel of the most delicate rice 
paper. But don't be deceived! Under 
the black vinyl coating is durable 
stainless steel, of all things, that rolls 
up as briskly as any cloth equivalent 
we've seen. Why stainless steel? [he 
manufacturer asserts that such a shut- 
ter can never be accidentally burned 
by a concentration of light rays on the 
focal plane. (Such freaks have been 
known to occur when a camera is left 
in the sun without a lens cap.) 


The new shutter works on the same 
principle as the ‘‘old”’ cloth type, in- 
cidentally. It moves across the focal 
plane horizontally and is rolled up on 
the same sort of rollers used on pre- 
vious Canons. 

In other features, the VI has the 
traditional Canon finesse. It is solidly 
built,,and the lenses available for this 
model are of the same excellent 
quality as those being used with older 
model Canons. Lens mount is standard 
screw-in type, which accepts Leica 
mount lenses. 

Before field testing, we hefted the 
VI, operated all mechanisms, which 
purred, and took a second look 
through the range-viewfinder. Here's 
what we discovered: Not only is the 
focusing spot very bright (the mirror 
is now coated with silver instead of 
gold), but in addition, the entire view- 
ing frame is brighter—almost as 
bright as having no viewfinder at all. 
Many times, to make it easy to focus, 
camera manufacturers make the view- 
finder (which surrounds the range- 
finder spot) a bit darker than the spot 
itself. In creating contrast between the 
images, this facilitates the job of fo- 
cusing, particularly in low light levels. 

The tri-position single window 


. range-viewfinder, when placed in the 


50mm position (for lenses of ‘‘normal”’ 
focal length), caused some approving 
sighs. The reason: in the 50 and 
100mm position the viewfinder gives 
a 1:1 image. The image in the view- 
finder is the same size as the image if 
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viewed with the naked eye. However, 
if the picture taker wears glasses, it is 
hard to see the 50mm etched frame. 

At times the rapid film advance 
trigger built into the base plate 
seemed to be a little sticky. But it does 
advance the film rapidly. The auto- 
matic resetting frame counter is a time- 
saving feature of the new Canon. 

Now, about the meter. The special 
photoelectric exposure meter that’s 
available for the Canon Vi couples to 
the single dial shutter speed selector. 
Just select a shutter speed and adjust 
to it—and you can read the correct 
f-stop right off the meter and then ad- 
just the lens aperture accordingly. The 
meter comes with a 4X booster as well 
as incident light attachments. A selec- 
tor knob is used to set the correct scale 
with and without the booster. When 
attached to the camera, the meter 
covers the viewfinder selection win- 
dow and also the folding rapid rewind 
crank. Therefore, the meter must be 
detached from the camera when you 
want to rewind exposed film and re- 
place it with a fresh roll. Despite this 
inconvenience the meter performs well 
when used in low light levels with the 
booster attached. 

All considered, we liked the new 
Canon VI.—E. M. 





RICOH WIDE HAS 
35mm f/2.4 LENS

Newest entrant in the field of wide- 
angle cameras is the Ricoh Wide, with 
its non-interchangeable 35mm f/2.4 
Kominar lens. 

We field tested the Ricoh and found 
it compact, lightweight and handily 
portable. Proximity of the shutter re- 
lease and rapid film advance proved 
to be a fine feature for quick shooting. 
The lens focuses from two feet to in- 
finity by moving the focusing button 
approximately one-fifth turn around 
the lens mount. We found we could 
focus easily, making it a simple matter 
to photograph moving subjects with 
the ‘‘follow focus’’ technique. How- 
ever, the luminous floating frame 
range-viewfinder on the model we 
tested appeared to be slightly dis- 
torted, with vertical lines bending 
toward the center of the frame. Paral- 
lax correction markings were helpful 
in shooting close-up. 

The LVS system is simple, with num- 
bers 2 to 16 incorporated on the lens 
mount. All adjustments on this Ricoh 
are easy to see. The LVS numbers are 
green on a black background, shutter 
speeds white on black, the distance 
scale black on shiny chrome. For those 
who have not yet learned to think in 
LVS, a small window on the lens mount 
shows the f-stops. 

The rewind button situated on the 
bottom of the camera must be de- 
pressed with thumb or forefinger dur- 
ing the entire process of rewinding 
exposed films back into the cartridge. 

Test showed that the six-element 








35mm £/2.4 Kominar lens performed 
very well at maximum aperture, with 
a very slight fall-off at the edges of 
the frame. At f/5.6 results were ex- 
cellent, and at f/16, the smallest dia- 
phragm opening, sharpness was still 
very good.—E.M.

For the photographer who enjoys 
the versatility of interchangeable 
lenses—and can do without the all 
but ubiquitous LVS—here is a camera 
worth a long second look. 

The outstanding feature of the new 
Aires 35-V is its integrated system of 
interchangeable lenses. Three new

lenses, designed specifically for the 
Aires, are bayonet mounting and inter- 
change with swiftness and ease. Of 
particular interest is the rotating, uni- 
versal depth of field ring on the lens 
mount. By depressing a small button 
on the ring, the photographer can 
align the proper scale for standard, 
wide-angle or telephoto lens. 

We found the built-in exposure 
meter delightfully easy to operate. 
Once the exposure index is set in a 
tiny window on top, all that’s neces- 
sary is to line up a pointer on the 
knurled wheel with the meter needle 
and read the range of aperture-shut- 
ter speed combinations off a scale on 
the opposite side. It operated beau- 
tifully in bright light, but fell down on 
the job indoors. We were unable to 
test the booster, which would have 
helped considerably. 

The 35-V incorporates most of the 
features we liked on the Aires 35-IIIC 
introduced earlier this year—single 
stroke rapid advance lever which also 
cocks the shutter and counts expo- 
sures, automatic frame counter which 
returns to zero when the back is 
opened for loading, recessed rewind 
handle, bright coincidence type 
rangefinder, extra bright viewfinder 
with illuminated frame set well in from 
the edges—a comfort to spectacles 
wearers in particular. A smaller frame 
delineates the 100mm field, while the 
entire viewfinder indicates the field 
for 35mm. Spectacles wearers out of 
luck here. 

This new Aires is necessarily some- 
what more bulky than its predecessors, 
due to addition of interchangeable 
lenses and built-in exposure meter, 
but is still compact and lightweight 
enough to be hoisted with ease, even 
by a 98-Ib. weakling (us). 

Field tests provided excellent re- 
sults with all three lenses. The 45mm 
S$ Coral showed some softness at the 
edges of the negative at f/1.5, pro- 
vided corner-to-corner sharpness at 
f/4. Sharpness was likewise achieved 
at £/4 with the 100mm Tele Coral and 
at £/5.6 with the 35mm W Coral. 

Yes, we liked it.—M. T.

You may not believe this but that 
old warhorse, the Argus C3, has 
suddenly become the most radically 
new camera on your photo dealer's 
shelves. And yet they've hardly 
changed a screw on that familiar box 
shaped 35. 

It's all in the exposure controls. This 
camera has no f-numbers. It has no 
shutter speeds marked in fractional 
seconds. Yet it retains all the adjust- 
ments and exposure flexibility of con- 
ventionally marked earlier C3’s. 

The Match-Matic system, as_ it’s 
called, is based on the use of numbers 
in the exposure value (EV) scale— in 
this case from 3% to 16. Using either 
the special Argus LC3 meter, or any 
EV calibrated meter, you take a light 
reading which is represented by a 
single number. On most EV calibrated 
cameras that single number (let's say 
it was 14) is set on a single control. On 
the Match-Matic C3 the EV numbers 
have been split into two scales. One 
cn the shutter speed control wheel is 
numbered 4, 5, 6, 7, 8. Numbers 4 
and 5 are the slow speeds; 6 is for 
average snapshots; 7, 8 are fast 
speeds, for moving subjects. 

The other set of numbers—3 2, 4, 
5, 6, 7, 8—is on the lens diaphragm 
control. Number 3 ¥2 is the widest lens 
opening; 8 is the smallest. 

So, to set the Match-Matic C3 to 
EV 14 you first set the shutter wheel to 
-an appropriate number—8 for fast 
action. Then you set the lens control 
to the number which when added to 
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8 adds up to 14—that means the lens 
opening is 6. And that's all there is 
to it. Any combination adding up to 
the EV number will give the correct 
exposure. However, as a guide, shutter 
speeds 5 and 6 are labeled ‘‘scenes”’ 
and 7 and 8 are marked ‘‘action.”’ 

Frankly, | don’t see how anyone 
who can read an exposure guide or 
use a meter can miss with this camera. 
| think it might be confusing to anyone 
who knew a little bit about f-numbers 
and shutter speeds. But it should be 
good for folks who know not of ‘‘f”’ 
and couldn't care less. 

What about flash? Well, you must 
set the shutter control to 5 (you'd have 
to use a slow shutter speed with any 
C3). Then there's another little set of 
‘Flash Finder’’ numbers, 1 to 7, on 
the little focusing wheel. You focus 
sharply, then look at the focus wheel 
and read the Flash Finder number 
opposite the marker. Perhaps it's 7. 
Set the lens to 7 and fire. That's it. 
That is, if you’re using Kodachrome, 
Daylight Type, and Sylvania Press 25B 
(blue) bulbs. For other combinations 
(given on a flashgun decal) you have 
to add a number to the Flash Finder 
number. 

Actually, the principle on which the 
Match-Matic system works is an old 
idea. Parts of it have been used in 
other cameras previously. But by put- 
ting it in one package and throw- 
ing out all the conventional number 
scales, Argus .ngineers have made 
this old-timer into something radically 
new. Will the public go for it?—J. W.

The IIIA differs mechanically from 
the earlier Konica III mainly by having 
an f/1.8 lens, instead of an f/2, and 
improvements in the LVS _ controls. 
However, the important design feature 
of this camera is the unique viewfinder 
system. 

Few camera users are aware that 
their cameras cover a different sized 
field of view when focused at infinity 
than when focused at a close range, 
say 3% ft. This occurs because the 
lens moves forward as it is focused 
for a closer range. Since there is an 
increase in the distance between the 
optical center of the lens and the film 
plane, the field of view of the iens 
narrows. This occurs with virtually all 
cameras, the exceptions being those 
which focus the lens by moving only 
the front element. 

On the Konica IIIA the viewfinder is 
so designed that as the lens moves out 
for close focus the luminous frame also 
appears to move away from your eye 
and to shrink somewhat. As a result 
you get automatic warning that the 
field of view is shrinking. Since the 
viewfinder also has automatic paral- 
lax correction you would have to be 
incredibly clumsy to inadvertently lop 
off someone's head through incorrect 
viewing. But | suppose it can be done. 

My impression was that the view- 
finder was designed with non-eyeglass 
wearers in mind, as | had some small 
difficulty in seeing all of the frame at 
once while wearing glasses. However, 
by looking very carefully in the center 
| could see the edges. Except for that, 
the view/rangefiider was easy to use. 
For anyone who cares to compose 
carefully this should be a boon. 

1 found the IIIA to be a very capa- 
ble picture taker. Careful checks 
showed the lens focus/film plane/ 
rangefinder relationship to be exactly 
on the nose, and you can find that out 
of whack in more expensive makes. 

The £/1.8 Hexanon was acceptably 
sharp wide open and when closed 
down a bit produced pictures of top- 
notch sharpness. 

All in all, the Konica IHA gives an 
impression of solidity, smooth opera- 
tion and competence.—J. W.

The Bolex C8S Scene Stealer is a 
stripped-down version of the Bolex 
double 8 movie cameras, designed for 
the casual shooter who wants a cam- 
era in the Bolex class—but doesn't 
need multiple speeds, zoom finder, 
variable shutter, or a turret. It operates 
at 18 fps (and single frame, of course). 
The 18 fps speed is rapidly becoming 
the European standard. The increase 
of two frames over the 16 fps silent 
speed of U. S. cameras provides a 
steadier image with decidedly less 
flicker, and is also better suited to the 
synchronized, projector-tape recorder 
systems currently popular overseas. 

Inside, the camera has the same 
motor, shutter and mechanics that go 
into the other Bolex 8mm cameras. 
The Scene Stealer has a standard 
D-mount and accepts any of the Bolex 
lenses. The finder takes accessory 
masks or prisms for use with wide- 
angle and tele lenses. The finder 
image is large enough for comfortable 
viewing, even with spectacles. 

The Scene Stealer handles just as 
neatly as other 8mm Bolex models.

The Durst 606 is a compact, stream- 
lined Italian enlarger with several new 
approaches to combining an enlarger 
with a copying machine. 

First, instead of the conventional 
negative carrier that handies only one 
negative size, the Durst combination 
glass negative carrier and condenser 
may be continually adjusted for any 
format from 8mm to 2% x 2%. Two 
knurled knobs on the carrier control 
masks may be set for an almost un- 
limited number of shapes and sizes 
up to 2% square. (For a discussion 
of glassless vs. glass carriers for 
2%, x 2% see page 81, Nov. ‘58 
MODERN.) 

We quickly discovered an addi- 
tional advantage to the carrier in 
making odd-shaped prints—slim ver- 
ticals and long, thin horizontals, for 
instance. Ordinarily, you may push the 


enlarger lamp housing to the top of 
the column, spilling unwanted picture 
area off the easel. 

In color printing this can result in 
fogging. With the Durst, you mask the 
exact picture area so that there is no 
spill-off on the sides of the easel to 
cause reflections. Important too, mask- 
ing lets you see the exact composi- 
tion without extraneous, unused side 
images to confuse you. 

As we mentioned, the carrier is 
combined with one of the two con- 
densers by means of two pivot arms. 
Both condenser and carrier fit into a 
rather large negative carrier slot on 
the enlarger. After the carrier is 
placed in the enlarger a lever raises 
the condenser just enough to allow 
the negative to be slipped easily in 
place. Lowering the lever places the 
condenser mount on the edges of the 
negative, pressing it flat in the carrier. 

Mirror reflex viewing, utilizing the 
same mirror and condenser used for 
enlarging, makes copying parallax 
free and assures accurate focusing. 





Unlock a red locking bar, lift out the 
mirror-condenser housing, turn it 
around and drop it back in place and 
the condenser becomes a viewing 
screen for the reflex system. The mir- 
ror reflects the image from the lens to 
the condenser, giving an exact pic- 
ture of the copy. A ground glass 
screen in a special accessory carrier 
replaces the regular negative carrier 
and shows the area covered by the 
lens. A plate holder slips under the 
ground glass when you're ready to 
shoot. Exposure is controlled by the 
duration of the copying lights. 

The short column of the enlarger, 
only 28% in. high, is a blessing for 
anyone working in a darkroom with 
a low ceiling. Even with its short 
height, you can make 16 x 16 prints 
from 24% negatives with the enlarger 
in normal position. Or, you can tilt the 
lamp housing 90° and project on a 
wall for mural size prints. The tilting 
feature can of course also be used to 
correct perspective. 

You've got to be careful not to 
touch the removable lamp housing 
during prolonged exposures. While 
the rest of the enlarger tends to be 
rather cool, the lamp house does heat 
up considerably—enough to burn 
your fingers, we found. 

The friction drive raising and lower- 
ing the enlarger operates with a 
knurled wheel and works rather slowly 
—but smoothly. Illumination is even 
over the entire area of the baseboard. 
But if illumination should become un- 
even for any reason, adjusting the 
lamp height helps correct the situation. 

A full line of accessories, including 
copying equipment, extension tubes 
for 50mm enlarging lenses and glass- 
less negative carriers will be avail- 
able.—M. A. M.

Perhaps the most interesting fea- 
ture of the Vanguard unit is its op- 
tional one or two-piece operation. 
Actually, for either bounce or direct 
off-camera flash a 36 oz. unit can get 
a bit heavy. But with the aid of an 
accessory kit (available shortly) you 
can detach the lamp head from the 
power pack and hold it aloft, while 
carrying the power pack containing 
the bulk of the unit over your shoulder 
in the usual manner. 

The unit we tested performed well. 
Reflector coverage was sufficient for 
use with a 50mm lens with no apparent 
fall off at the corners of the trans- 
parency. MODERN found that the best 
guide number for outdoor Koda- 
chrome, with direct flash, was 20. 

A built-in exposure dial on the back 
of the flash head for films rated from 
E.l. 10 to 400 proved particularly 
helpful in determining f-stops. On the 
whole, the Vanguard Model 401 com- 
pares favorably with other units in its 
own price range.—P. C. 





NEW BINOCULAR HOOD 
MAKES FOCUSING EASY

The Rollei Binocular Extension Hood 
seems to be the perfect solution to 
long-standing complaints by careful 
users of the 2% reflex cameras. The 
problem of extraneous light leaking 
through to interfere with precise focus- 
ing was first solved by the paper card- 
board, and leatherette extension 
hoods. Although these accessories cut 
- the extraneous light, many also 
wavered in the light breeze and didn't 
stand up under hard use. 

This binocular hood is rigid, fits 
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solidly to the Rollei strap lugs, is fairly 
indestructible, and features binocular 
viewing. If you've ever looked at a 
close-up through a single lens magni- 
fier and then tried the same thing with 
a pair of binocular magnifiers, you 
know what the new viewing system 
means in terms of ease of seeing. | 
found it quite simple to fuse the double 
eyepiece into one image and | was 
delighted with the fact that | could see 
clearly from edge to edge on the 


ground glass. The image appears 
sharper to me through the binocular 
arrangement than through the regular 
magnifier. In addition, the built-in 
camera magnifiers have a tendency to 
concentrate your vision only on the 
central portion of the ground glass, 
although they do cover the entire 
area. The new hood shows the entire 
area of the ground glass. The image 
is magnified to approximately 2 
times straight ground glass viewing, 
an area slightly less than that covered 
by the camera’s own magnifier. Con- 
clusions: the image looks brighter and 
is easier to focus than ever before. 
You can concentrate totally on the 
entire picture area. | tried it with still 
lifes and models in the studio and with 
general shooting outdoor scenes. It 
works fine!—LEONARD BALISH

As far as we're concerned, it’s an 
unusual electronic flash unit that com- 
bines the virtues of small size (gadget 
bag dimension), super-solid construc- 
tion, relatively light weight (about 2 
Ibs.) and practically an indefinite num- 
ber of flashes. But so it seems to be 
with the new self-contained Hershey 
Sun-Lite, Model 1000. It can be used 
hand-held for bounce flash, or in the 
conventional way, connected to the 
camera by means of a bracket. 

When the charge is low, connect 
the unit to a cord and household out- 
let overnight. Next day you'll have a 
fully-charged electronic flash. For as 
few as 20 flashes, charge it one hour. 

In actual use, the Sun-Lite handled 
and performed well, and the guide 
number for the unit tested was found 
to be approximately 20 for Koda- 
chrome.—E. M.

Something like 98 percent of all 
home movies are shot in color—and 
even finding a store that regularly 
stocks 8mm black-and-white film can 
be a chore. But it wasn't always that 
way. Just a few years ago you could 
walk into any photo shop and find 
black-and-white right on the shelves. 
Today there are only a few emulsions 
readily available in 8mm—most of 
them resprocketed 16mm stock. 

While color is excellent for average 
outdoor conditions—and indoors with 
flood lamps—there are times when its 
slow speed means no footage. Be- 
sides, there are still amateurs who 
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feel that some movies are better in 
black-and-white—that color detracts 
from a specific mood. 

Now Perutz, German film manufac- 
turer, is introducing three 8mm black- 
and-white movie film emulsions to the 
U. S. Perutz Perkine U27, with a day- 
light speed of 400 and tungsten rating 
of 320, is going to be mighty useful 
for the 8mm amateur who wants to 
shoot indoors by available light. 

The film is definitely on the grainy 
side—but you may be inclined to 
overlook technical details when _ it 
means the difference between getting 
footage and losing it. 

The U21 emulsion is somewhat slow- 
er, 100 Daylight and 80 Tungsten, 
but has a finer grain pattern. It's still 
fast enough to handle many available 
light problems with movie cameras 
equipped with f/2.5 or faster lenses. 

If you are looking for a fine-grain, 
relatively slow black-and-white film for 
daylight use or indoors with floods, 
try Perutz U15. It has a speed of 25 
Daylight and 16 Tungsten. All three 
films are also made in 16mm, priced 
at $3.30 for 50-ft. rolls and $5.75 for 
100-ft. rolls, processing not included. 
Neither the 8 nor the 16mm film is 
available in magazines.—M.A.M. 





STOPOMATIC, DEPTH OF 
FIELD, AND SCHNEIDER

The automatic broad-band depth of 
field indicator, a standard item on the 
Rolleiflex and Rolleicord cameras, now 
makes its appearance on the auto- 
matic diaphragm lenses that Schneider 
makes for the Exakta. 

Here's how it works. When shooting 
with most lenses, checking the depth of 
field at any given aperture is often a 
complicated affair requiring patience 
and a good set of eyes. You must find 
the two identical aperture markings 
to which your lens is set and then 
check the footage scale between them. 

The Schneider lenses have a white 
band underneath a transparent foot- 
age scale on the lens mount. As you 
change aperture, the white band auto- 
matically expands and contracts to 
show the exact footage in sharp focus. 
Obviously, it's a big improvement— 





especially if you do much work where 
depth of field is important. 

As for the lenses, they are up to 
the usual standard for Schneider al- 
though special plaudits should go to 
the Curtagon which is extremely sharp 
from corner to corner at full aperture. 
The Curtagon, incidentally, has a built- 
in lens hood and focuses down to 14 
inches. The Tele-Xenar is supplied with 
a screw-on reversible lens hood. Its 
closest focusing distance is five feet. 
Both lenses can be stopped down to 
£/22. The automatic diaphragm which 
shuts the lens down as you press the 
button release, and then reopens 
again, works very smoothly.—H.K. 





BOLEX WIDE SCREEN 
—WITH A DIFFERENCE

Neat and lightweight for such a 
unit, the 8mm model of the Bolex 
Anamorphot weighs only 6 oz., in- 
cluding the mounting bracket, while 
the 16mm lens weighs 18 oz. Focus- 
ing, we found, isn't too critical with 
the Anamorphot. While both the prime 
lens and the anamorphic lens should 
be focused with some degree of care, 
variation from the actual subject-to- 
camera distance of a few feet or more 
didn't noticeably affect sharpness. 

But the major difference between 
the Bolex system and some others is 
the screen ratio. The Bolex has a 
format of 1 to 2, while other systems 
have used ratios as high as 1 to 2.66. 
The smaller format of the Bolex elimi- 
nates that stretched-out look, at the 
same time serving the wide-screen 
effect. More important, the Anamor- 
phot lets you shoot good, strong close- 
ups of people without distracting 
background at the sides of the image. 





Room size is no longer so important, 
since you don't need such a long 
projection throw for full effect. We 
found that the average living room, 
between 16 and 18 ft. long, was 
adequate. The smaller format also 
makes it possible to get almost as 
much screen brightness as with normal 
projection. The Anamorphot is used 
for both projection and shooting. 
Projection brackets are available for 
the Bolex 8mm projectors and most 
16mm machines.—M.A.M. 





THE VOTAR—AN 
ECONOMY ZOOM LENS

Frankly, when we first got our 
hands on the Votar 8mm zoom lens we 
were a bit dubious. Zoom lenses are 
usually expensive compared to other 
lenses and we had doubts about how 
one for under $100 would perform. 
Let's start right out by saying that the 
Japanese-made Votar is a lot of lens 
for the. money. Our shooting tests 
proved that quickly. We mounted the 
lens on a@ camera that had been 
checked out for fps accuracy to assure 
correct exposure and filmed a variety 
of subjects—from waves breaking on 
the beach to children and animals at 
play. The lens proved somewhat soft 
at the edges at f/2.8, but the image 
at the center of the frame was ade- 
quate. The softness disappeared al- 
most completely at f/5.6. More im- 
portant, the lens was apparently sharp 
from corner to corner at openings from 
#/5.6 to f/11—setting most used. 

The Votar is rigidly constructed. Set 
screws on the rear mount make it easy 
to align camera and lens. The zoom 
lever is somewhat unorthodox, being 
positioned above the lens rather than 
under it. We had no difficulty. 

The matching zoom viewfinder 
shows a bright image that is easily 
viewed even with eyeglasses. The long 
finder extension tube allows you to 
assume the normal shooting position 
behind the camera, instead of crab- 
bing your head on the left side of the 
camera body. What's more, the tube 
may be removed for loading the 
camera.—M.A.M.

two—one of which was stolen by a 
stranger and one by my wife, who now 
allows me to use it occasionally. This 
model dates from the time when a 35 was 
still supposed to be a “miniature” cam- 
era. With its folding lens and the black 
finish supplied then with most cameras, 
it was a compact, inconspicuous little 
thing. I pick the Model F, rather than 
the earlier Model D, because it has a full 
range of low speeds. The rangefinder 
also is considerably better than that on 
the Model D. Model F bodies are so inex- 
pensive, and there are so many excellent 
lenses to fit them, that you can make up 
quite a nice outfit at low cost. Prices 
range from $60 to $90. 

ZEISS CONTAX If (No. 2): Al- 
though I never owned a Contax II, I had 
the use of one for quite awhile. This is, 
in my estimation. probably the most out- 
standing single 35mm camera model 
ever produced. Consider that it came out 
in- 1936 and was discontinued in 1940. 
Yet, even today there are few cameras 
to match the smooth ruggedness of the 
Contax IIT works (which, by the way, are 


quite complicated), and the perform- 
ance of the 50mm f/2 Sonnar lens 
coupled to a truly excellent view/range- 
finder design. A well cared for 20-year- 
old Contax II can be a real gem. They’re 
available. Price is about $77 to $99. 
KODAK MONITOR, 616 & 620 (No. 
1): Did you ever shoot pictures on size 
616 film? You get a negative 24% x 414 
inches. Consider that when you think of 
scenics. With such a Kodak Verichrome 
Pan negative, properly exposed and de- 
veloped, print size limitations can be- 
come an academic question. And size 
616 is the biggest thing in Kodacolor. 
The Monitors were simple, reliable cam- 
eras, with excellent four-element, Tessar 
type, £/4.5 Kodak Anastigmat Special 
lenses (101mm on the 620 Monitor 
shown, 127mm on the larger 616 Moni- 
tor). Despite their bulk when opened, 
they fold down to coat pocket size. They 
can be had for about $24 to $45. 
ROLLEIFLEX AUTOMAT 1949 (No. 
7): This is the garden variety, basic 
Rollei—no frills, nothing fancy, just an 
excellent, compact picture taker at a 
very low price today. Except for having 
X flash sync, coated lenses and a sports- 
finder, they were quite similar to that 


most famous of all Rolleis, the great 
Rolleiflex Automat 1937. Price range is 
about $90 to $110. 

KODAK BANTAM SPECIAL (No. 
9): I consider this to be one of the 
most beautiful little cameras ever built. 
True, it’s really not very practical, com- 
pared to a good 35, since there are only 
8 exposures on a roll of 828 film, and 
the controls are slow to operate. It’s good 
for an occasional picture rather than 
for sustained shooting. Kodak makes 
almost all of its color and black-and- 
white roll films in 828 size (it’s a trifle 
larger than 35mm) so you have a wide 
variety. Frequently, I carry my tiny 
Bantam Special to social functions or 
meetings where [ want to take just a few 
pictures. The six-element 45mm {f/2 
Kodak Anastigmat Ektar on mine makes 
a presentable 8 x 10 when used wide 
open. At £/4 and smaller openings it’s 
a sharp one. The split-field rangefinder 
is amazing—the image is magnified 
about 3X life size. The Bantam Special 
folds up tight as a clam shell, needs no 
case, and can get lost in a pants pocket. 
They were made from 1937 to 1940. 
Not too many around; the priee ranges 
from $51 to $79.—THE END
